The real crunch o f the price co m m is­ 
sio n’s po licies and regulatio ns is abo ut 
to be felt by so me o f the many co rpo ra­ 
tio ns turning in reco rd earnings re­ 
po rts. To the general eco no mist, the 
large number o f impro v ed earnings 
statements is a stro ng indicatio n that 
eco no mic rev iv al thro ugho ut the eco n­ 
o my is taking place. 
To the price regulato rs, ho wev er, it 
means that so me co mpanies m ay be 
v io lating the co m m issio n’s pro fit m ar­ 
gin rule. The regulato rs intend to see 
that tho se firms which are in v io latio n 
ro ll back prices until their margins re­ 
turn to co mmissio n standards. 
Under 
co mmissio n 
rules, 
a 
co m ­ 
pany 's pro fit margin m ay no t ex ceed 
that o f the two best o ut o f three y ears 
preceding the impo sitio n o f co ntro ls. 
The rule applies o nly to firms which 


hav e 
been 
granted 
price 
increases 
since the co ntro ls were ado pted. 
In a hy po thetical situatio n, if co m ­ 
pany A was granted a price increase 
six mo nths ago and no w is turning in 
an earnings v o lume greater than its 
pre-co ntro l ex perience, the co mmissio n 
has the po wer to fo rce the co mpany no t 
o nly to rescind its price increases, but 
to ro ll prices back until its pro fit m ar­ 
gin again is in co mpliance. 
It is a pro cedure which is intended 
to penalize tho se firms which raised 
prices during the perio d o f the co ntro ls 
and then ex perienced a healthy pro fit 
reco v ery . Mo re will be heard o f the in­ 
equities and effects o f this rule in the 
mo nths ahead. 
The end o f the y ear is the deadline 
the co mmissio n has impo sed o n itself 
to take actio n against tho se who may 
be in v io latio n o f the pro fit margin rule.

The real crunch of the price com m is­ 
sion's policies and regulations is about 


to be felt by some of the many corpora­ 
tions turning in record earnings re­ 
ports. To the general economist, the 
large number of improved earnings 
statements is a strong indication that 
economic revival throughout the econ­ 
omy is taking place. 


To the price regulators, however, it 
means that some companies may be 
violating the com m ission’s profit mar­ 
gin rule. The regulators intend to see 
that those firms which are in violation 
roll back prices until their margins re­ 
turn to commission standards. 
Under 
commission 
rules, 
a 
com­ 
pany's profit margin may not exceed 
that of the two best out of three years 
preceding the imposition of controls. 
The rule applies only to firms which 


have 
been 
granted 
price 
increases 
since the controls were adopted. 
In a hypothetical situation, if com­ 
pany A was granted a price increase 
six months ago and now is turning in 
an earnings volume greater than its 
pre-control experience, the commission 
has the power to force the company not 
only to rescind its price increases, but 
to roll prices back until its profit m ar­ 
gin again is in compliance. 
It is a procedure which is intended 
to penalize those firms which raised 
prices during the period of the controls 
and then experienced a healthy profit 
recovery. More will be heard of the in­ 
equities and effects of this rule in the 
months ahead. 
The end of the year is the deadline 
the commission has imposed on itself 
to take action against those who may 
be in violation of the profit margin rule.

HARLAN, Ky . (AP) - The 
owner of the mine rated the na­ 
tion’s “least safe” say s he’d 
“close rig ht u p and g o home” if 
he thou g ht any one wou ld be 
hu rt in his mine. 
“ An u nsafe mine ju st ain’t 
worth it,” say s 42 y ear-old Bob 
Kelley . 
Bu t Kelley doesn’t believ e his 
mine is u nsafe, and he thou g ht 
the U.S. Bu reau of Mines was 
joking when the 
ag ency 
an­ 
nou nced recently that the mine 
was ranked least safe. 


“ 1 wou ldn't work in no u nsafe 
mine,” he said. 
The bu reau said the mine, 
cu t into Black Mou ntain, has 
poor v entilation, a fau lty elec­ 
trical sy stem and a bail roof. 
The listing of the nation’s 10 
least safe mines also inclu ded 
two other Harlan Cou nty mines. 
Kelley , a wiry man, and his 
two workers drag nearly 25 
tons of coal ou t of his mine 
daily . 
“ It’s enou g h for me and my 
men to make a decent liv ing , 
thou g h, withou t hav ing to g o on 
food stamps, Kelley said. 
He said he thou g ht the 1969 
I Coal Mine Health and Safety 
| Act was g eared to prev ent acci­ 
dents and stop deaths. 
“ Bu t big mines like them u p 
in West Virg inia, with nine men 
dead and sealed u p in tlie mine, 
they don't ev en appear on the 
rating s list any where in the 
worst 7 0,” Kelley said. 
One of his workers, Obie Mid­ 
dleton, came ou t of the mine. 
“ Obie,” Kelley asked, “wou ld 
y ou work in an u nsafe mine?” 
“Wou ld y ou if y ou had six 
kids?” replied the 29 -y ear old 
Obie. “ I ain’t doing nothing to 
endang er my family .”
